Sparks From Fr. Mark 

Several weeks ago a number of musicians from our parish attended a 
workshop at Blessed Sacrament, in Rapid City, on the new document that 
came out from the United States Bishop’s Conference entitled Sing to the 
Lord: Music in Divine Worship. This coming year the liturgy committee will be 
working our way through this new document. 

We met last Saturday morning and decided to implement several of these 
changes beginning with the Advent / Christmas season. 

The document begins by saying “God has bestowed upon his people the gift 
of song. God dwells within each human person, in the place where music 
takes its source. Indeed, God, the giver of song, is present, whenever his 
people sing his praises.” (no.l) The document renews its vision by calling the 
assembly to full, conscience and active participation in the liturgy as we here 
in the Vatican II document Constitution of the Sacred Liturgy, (no. 26) 

Sing to the Lord goes on to say “Singing is one of the primary ways that the 
assembly of the faithful participate actively in the Liturgy. The people are 
encouraged to take part by means of acclamations, responses, psalms, 
antiphons [and] hymns... the musical formation of the assembly must be a 
continuing concern in order to foster full, conscious, and active 
participation.” (no. 26) 

Beginning in the Advent / Christmas season, we will be singing the entrance 
and the communion antiphons followed by an opening hymn, leading us into 
the procession of the Liturgy and into the procession to the table to receive 
Christ in the Eucharist - source and summit of who we are as God’s people. 

The cantor will be singing the prayers of the faithful, which the document 
Sing to the Lord encourages when it says “the prayer of the faithful consists 
of intercessions by which the people respond in a certain way to the word of 
God, which they have welcomed in faith, and, exercising the office of their 
baptismal priesthood, offer prayers to God for the salvation of all. Because it 
has the structure of a litany, and provided that it can be understood when 
sung, it is appropriate to sing the prayer of the faithful, or just the invitation 
and response, or even the response only. 

In our parish we have sung the response only in the different liturgical 
seasons. This Advent/Christmas season, as we try out this new response, we 
will not be praying for the sick by name. However, their names are listed in 
the bulletin and the parish book of intercessions for both our communal 
prayer and personal prayer throughout the week. 


Let us sing to the Lord!

We 
have created a loving, yet safe, way for you to provide hope to 
someone who seeks safety for family member, for strength to 
overcome addiction, for a change in lifestyle, for the courage to 
know and follow Jesus. Each prayer partner receives an e-mail 
each week listing the prayers of the men and women we visit at 
the Pennington County Jail. Your e-mail is never released to the 
jail or to anyone outside of this prayer group. Your response is 
up to you...a personal prayer for each one, a rosary for their 
intentions, or time spent in adoration on their behalf. Whatever 
your response, the power of prayer is truly the power that 
makes this ministry work at all!

It also makes them feel at 
home in a Church that must always find its way in a rapidly 
changing and fluid situation, a pilgrim Church still distant from 
its goal....The discipleship model has the advantage of calling 
attention to the radical break with worldly values that is 
required for fidelity to Jesus....The Church mediates the call of 
Christ and makes available the Word of God and the 
sacraments, without which discipleship would scarcely be 
possible.
